COMPLAINT FOR FORECLOSURE 


Plaintiff, the United States of America, states as follows: 

1. This is a mortgage foreclosure action brought by the United States of America on 
behalf of its agency, the United States Department of Agriculture Rural Housing Service also 
known as Rural Development (hereinafter collectively “RHS”). 
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2. Jurisdiction arises under 28 U.S.C. § 1345. Venue is proper in this judicial 
division, where the subjeet property is loeated. 

3. RHS is the holder of a promissory note (“the Note”) exeeuted for value on 
September 30, 1988 by Defendant Grade A, Cashion (“the Borrower”). The prineipal amount 
of the Note was $30,500.00, bearing interest at the rate of 9.5 percent per annum, and payable in 
monthly installments as specified in the Note. A eopy of the Note is attached as Exhibit A and 
ineorporated by referenee as if set forth fully herein. 

4. The Note is seeured by a Real Estate Mortgage (the “Mortgage”) reeorded on 
September 30, 1988, in Mortgage Book 173, Cabinet 2, Drawer 25, Card 753, in the Offiee of 
the Clerk of Calloway County, Kentueky. Through the Mortgage, the Borrower, single, granted 
RHS a first mortgage lien against the real property ineluding all improvements, fixtures and 
appurtenanees thereto at 206 Irvan Street, Murray, Calloway County, Kentueky (the “Property”) 
and deseribed in more detail in the Mortgage. A copy of the Mortgage is attached as Exhibit B 
and incorporated by reference as if set forth fully herein. 

5. To receive subsidies on the loan, the Borrower signed a Subsidy Repayment 
Agreement authorizing RHS to reeapture, upon transfer of title or non-occupancy of the 
Property, any subsidies granted to the Borrower by RHS. A copy of the Subsidy Repayment 
Agreement is attaehed as Exhibit C and ineorporated by reference as if set forth fully herein. 

6. The Borrower has defaulted on the Note and Mortgage by failing to make 
payments when due. 

7. RHS has, in accordanee with the loan doeuments, accelerated the loan and 
declared the entire prineipal balanee, together with all aeerued and unpaid interest and all other 
sums due under the loan doeuments, to be due and payable. Further, RHS has sent a notiee of 
the default and acceleration of the loan. 
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8. In accordance with the loan doeuments, the United States is entitled to enforce the 
Mortgage through this foreclosure action and to have the Property sold to pay all amounts due, 
together with the costs and expenses of this action. 

9. The unpaid principal balance on the Note is $7,637.80 with accrued interest of 
$4,932.03 through June 18, 2019 with a total subsidy granted of $43,754.73, and fees assessed of 
$10,531.95, for a total unpaid balance of $66,856.51 as of June 18,2019. Interest is accruing on 
the unpaid principal balance at the rate of $1.9879 per day after June 18, 2019. 

10. The Property is indivisible and cannot be divided without materially impairing its 
value and the value of RHS's lien thereon. 

11. Graeie A. Cashion passed away on or about July 11,2011. 

12. Upon information and belief, Graeie A. Cashion died intestate. Plaintiff was 
unable to find a probate action filed in the name of this individual. 

13. Upon the death of Grade A. Cashion intestate, title to the Property vested in her 
heirs-at-law, subject to the mortgage interest of the United States. 

14. The United States names Virginia Felgenhauer, an heir of the Borrower, as a 
Defendant to allow this Defendant to assert whatever right, title or elaim they may have in or to 
the Property or to the proeeeds from the sale thereof, or be forever barred.

39. There are no other persons or entities purporting to have an interest in the 
Property known to the Plaintiff 

WHEREFORE, Plaintiff, the United States of America, on behalf of RHS, demands: 

a. In rem judgment against the interests of the Defendants in the Property in the 
principal amount of $7,637.80, plus $4,932.03 interest as of June 18, 2019, and $43,754.73 for 
reimbursement of interest credits, and fees assessed of $10,531.95, for a total unpaid balance due 
of $66,856.51 as of June 18, 2019, with interest accruing at the daily rate of $1.9879 from June 
18, 2019, until the date of entry of judgment, and interest thereafter according to law, plus any 
additional costs, disbursements and expenses advanced by the United States; 

b. That the United States be adjudged a hen on the Property, prior and superior to 
any and all other liens, claims, interests and demands, except liens for unpaid real estate ad 
valorem taxes; 

c. That the United States' hen be enforced and the Property be sold in accordance 
with 28 U.S.C. §§ 2001-2003 subject to easements, restrictions and stipulations of record, but 
free and clear of all other liens and encumbrances except liens for any unpaid ad valorem real 
property taxes; 

d. That the proceeds from the sale be applied first to the costs of this action, second 
to any ad valorem real property taxes, if any, third to the satisfaction of the debt, interest, costs 
and fees due the United States, with the balance remaining to be distributed to the parties as their 
liens or interests may appear; 

e. That the Property be adjudged indivisible and be sold as a whole; and 
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f. That the United States receive any and all other lawful relief to which it may be 
entitled.
